WASHINGTON. ScpU 37 (V-R) 
Tho Btoiy ot the tw o- million -yeor- 
old frog of Arttjla, N. M.. got 
nothing but cat colls today from the 
Smlth.tonlan Institution's top scien- 
tific talenL 

In tact Quaternary — tho frog, 
that Is— was not even an Ingenious 
fraud, according to pr. R. S.' Hass- 
le r, ttie Smithsonian's curator of 
geology, and Miss Doris Cochran, 
a-uoclate curator ot reptiles uid 
iphlblans. They said Its counter- 
part crops every year or bo In k 
different part of tho country. 

Quaternary waa the name elven 
the two-Inch frog found embedded 
atlvo in a bed ot ctUchs rock seven 
feci below the surface of the earth 
at the New Mexln town. It wu 
found Dy a group ot workmen dig- 
ging the foundation ot a new house. 

The frog, which tha cxperta think 
probably was a toad, lived Juit Ions 
enoush after his rciurrectlon to 
kick up » storm of ooDtrorerqr over 



his age. lining up on the side of 
longevity wore ooroe geologists who 
pointed out there was no crevice 
in the 3.000 ,000-y ear-old caliche bed. 
So, tliey uld. It is verr likely that 
Quaternary had been entrapped 
there since Ita formation. 

Don't you believe a word of It. 
soys Miss Cochran, who has done 
considerable study on the life apui 
of burled frogs.
